FRESNO, Dec. 20.—Renewal of the 
Fresno controversy over the “Ameri- 
can plan“ appeared today when it 
became known that the Fresno Builld- 
ing Trades Council has protested to 
the Fresno City Board of Education 
against the employment of two non- 
union men on the new Edison Tech- 
nical School construction project. 

In his letter to the Board of Edu- 
cation, Fred C. Huss, business agent 
for the Building Trades Council, 
stated that because of the introduc- 
tion of the “American plan“ on the 
Edison school job difficulties may 
arise Which will result in a etrike of 
all union mechanics. 

Huss’s letter states that the con- 
tractors “have refused to lend any 
co-operation to the representative of

CUNDINAMARCA: The Department of Cundinamarca, located in the interior of Colombia, in- 
Orr cludes the City of Bogota, capital of the Republic, and has a population offi- 


cially estimated at 1,142,000. | 


PURPOSE: The proceeds of this loan (all series), together with a subsidy from the Republic of 
30,000 pesos per kilometer, are to be used to build a.railroad to a port on the lower 
Magdalena River.
